Several tragedies have resulted in 
Georgia this week from collisions 
between locomotives and automo- 
biles at railroad crossings. Notabie 
among these were the deaths of H. 
J. Holbrook, a prominent East Point 
‘business man, Tuesday at that 
_place, and Mrs. R. R. Barnett and 
* small son at Statesboro Wednesday. 
- Both of these accidents would 
have been avoided if the automo- 
_ biles had come to a full stop at the 
crossings. ‘ 

The trains were closely approach- 
ing; and but for the fact that the 
drivers of the motor cars either did 
not pay proper heed to the perils 
of surface crossings, or attempted 
to do the impossible, three lives 
would have been spared in these 
two tragedies; and two homes would 
have been enjoying the spirit of 
Thanksgiving today. rather than 
shrouded in sorrow, as they are. 

It is impracticable for railroad 
trains to stop at every crossing. It 
is incumbent upon the railroads to 
have crossing alarms sounded from 
the locomotives, and there is pos- 
sibly not an unmarked crossing any- 
where, or one that does not con- 
tain a warning sign or signal of 
some kind. 

But these do not prevent cross- 
ing tragedies. 

Indeed nothing will entirely pre- 
vent them except an elimination of 
grade crossings.

Nearly half a million persons die of 
plague in a year in India. Thig is 
the average death rate for 20 years 
past. 

Bubonic plague has never found a 
foothold in this country. The infec- 
tion is communicated to man by the 
bite of a flea which infests rats and 
other rodents, The California ground 
squirrel has been infected for years 
and nearly a score of cases of plague 
in man have been traced to infection 
by bites of fleas from such squir 

The word bubonic pertains to the 
swelling of the lymph nodes (“glands”) 
in the groin, a characteristic feature 
of the sickness. ‘The sickness, in 
bubonic plague, is a heavy fever. The 
swelling of the lymph uodes in the 
groin begins after three or four days 
of fever. In some cases spots or 
blotches appear here and there on the 
skin—“plague spots” or “tokens.” 
These blotches. of ree under the 
skin gave the disease the name of 
black death in the middle ages. 

The less common type of the plague 
is called pneumonic plague, because 
the sickness has the features of a 
pneumonia with a hemorrhagic sputum 
in which the germs of plague (bacilli 
pestis) are present in almost pure cul- 
ture. Thés pneumonic plague is prob- 
ably spread from person to person di- 
rectly via drolet infection or spray 
infection just as whoopjng cough, 
diphtheria, the flu and other well- 
known’ respiratory infections § are 
spread. ‘There is still a third form of 
the plague recognized, septicemic 
plague, in which the victim succumbs 
after two or three days of virulent 
septic fever before the buboes appear. 
Physicians in Manchuria during the 
great epidemic of plague there four 
years ago noted the gradual evolution 
of bubonic plague into the septicemic 
type and finally pneumonic plague, a 
change which they ascribed to the 
huddling together of the people in 
dirty, ill-ventilated huts day and night 
and promiscuous spitting. 

The latest outbreak in Los Angeles 
is pneumonic plague. Some 36 cases, 
all in the Mexican quarter, have de- 
veloped. The first case was bubonic, 
but all except two of the subsequent 
cases were pneumonic. Thirty-three 
of the 36 victims succumbed. 

A small outbreak of plague in San 
Francisco in 1900, both bybonic and 
pneumonic forms were promptly rec- 
ognized by the health authorities, led 


‘the governor of the state to come to 


the rescue of business by proclaiming 
that no such disease existed in Cali- 
fornia, whereupon the. federal au- 
thorities had to intervene to protect 
the country from such a_ stupid 
policy.

| Orleans, Florida, Texae and the port 


of New York have had cases at one 
time or another. Of the thirteen 
Qakland cases (1919), all pneumonic, 
twelve terminated fatally. At first 
the sickness was mistaken for influ- 
enza-pneumonia In fact some phy- 
sicians with experience in dealing 
with plague believe that there is prob- 
ably some additional infection be- 
sides that of the plague bacillus 
alone, which accounts for the severi- 
ty of the pneumonic form. 

No effective remedy has been 
found. Attempts to develop a serum 
have met with no success, 

The United States publie health 
service has been guarding us against 
plague and flea infected rats for many 
years, through precautions at sea- 
ports. , 

In the great Harbin, China, epi- 
demic in 1921, physicians wore a spe- 
cial costume, consisting om mask, over- 
alls, hood, high boots and _ rubber 
cloves. The face mask was tied in 
place, then the hood put on, goggles 
outside the hood. Thehood was of 
ordinary white cloth with two holes 
fur the eves. A K. K. K. outfit might 
serve, 
than ten lavers of gauze (cheesecloth) 
having not less than 32 threads to the 
ich. This is the same kind of mask 
which has been found the best protec- 
tion against the more familiar respira- 
tory infections, such as diphtheria, 
influenza and cerebro-spinal menin- 
citis. The whole costume was remov- 
ed on coming away from contact with 
the sick, and hume in the open air 
and sunlight. Formaldehyde solu- 
tion was used to disinfect the costume 
at night, and antisepties were freely 
used for the hands and for gargling.

How Potentate Was Tricked 


London, November 26.—Montague 
Noel Newton—the villain unafraid— 
sat unperturbed in the witness chair, 
Wednesday, and recounted the subtle 
scheming that finally tricked a mys- 
terious eastern potentate into paying 
$750,000 hush money to keep his 
name from an English diverce court. 

From his perch in court, Newton 
spoke with the easy assurance of a 
lecturer, telling how on Christmas 
day, 1919, he and his party of black- 
mailers visited the St. James Albany 
hotel in Paris. There, with pretty 
Mrs. Maude Robinson playing the 


rele of the unfaithful wife, and New- 
ton himself portraying the anger of 
an outraged husband, the plotters re- 
shearsed the scene wherein the east- 
ern prince was to be caught with the 
vivacious little blonde. 


Raid Staged at Daybreak. 


It was on the following morning, 
between 6. and 7 o’clock, just as 
Paris dawn was breaking over the 
city, that Newton burst into the 
sime room, found the prince and Mrs. 
Robinson together and sent a 
shiver of fright through his dusky 
majesty that finally shook $750,000 
from the majestic bank balance of the 
reyal badger-game victim. 

Newton’s testimony directly con- 
troverted that of Mrs. Robinson and 
her husband, Charles, who allege 
they were innocent of the plot and ac- 
cepted $125,000 of thg proceeds when 
it had been consummated only _ be- 
eause they thought they were entitled 
to it. The Robinsons thonght that 
sum represented the entire loot. Now 
they want the remaining $625,000, 
which was divided among the ofhers. 
“For reasons of state,” the eastern 
prince is referred to in the court 
records as “Mr. A.” 

Prince Turned Green in Fear. 

“How did ‘Mr. A’ take it?’ Sir 
John Simon, cousel for the defense, 
asked after Newton had described the 
boudoir denouement of the blam- 
mail plot. 

“If it is possible for a colored man 
to turn green, he did,” Newton re- 
plied. 

“T kept the Christmas morning ap- 
pointment according to the schedule.

Newton Claims Blackmail. 

“I never played cards with ‘Mr. 
A’s aide, and, unfortunately, paid him 
considerable sums, as he blackmailed 
me.” 


Following the “discovery” of Mrs. 
Robinson and ‘Mr. A’ in a compromis- 
ing situation, Newton said he imme- 
diately left for London. By coincidence, 
Mrs. Robinson, her companion known 
as Mrs. Bevan, who had participated in 
the Paris party as the mistress of ‘Mr. 
A’s’ negro secretary, and the aide-de- 
camp, happened to be on the same 
train. They dined together. 

The aide explained that “Mr, A” 
had put the matter in his hands and 
subsequently he obtained two checks 
for $750,000 from the potentate. One | 
of these was dated, the other was 
not, as the prince had not enough 
money in England to cash both im- 
mediately. The dated check was 
cashed and the funds distributed 
among the plotters. Payment on the 
other eventually was stopped by the 
potentate. 

Scotland Yard Hears. 

With the check for $750,000 in 
their possession, Newton and the law- 
yer who assisted in the blackmail, 
William C. Hobbs, learned that Scot- 
land Yard had learned of the plot. 

For hours the pair of plotters 
rode up and down the street in a 
taxicab, each urging the other to de- 
posit the money in a bank. Newton 
refused to do so because he once 
had been convicted of forgery. 

Just before the bank closed, Hobbs 


agreed to deposit the money. There- 
after, the plotters kept watch on 
each other until they went to Paris 
to split the proceeds with the aide- 
de-camp. It was some dregs later that

FOUT-MOUTH PLAGUE 
FULLY SUPPRESSED 


Washington, November 26.—Complete 
suppression of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease among cattle in the United States 
is indicated in reports made public 
today by the department of agricul- 
ture. There has been no spread of 
infection since October 9 in Califor- 
nia, where eradication work was vir- 
tually completed several months before 
that date in most of the previously 
reported sections from that region. In 
Texas, where the disease appeared 
September 27, active control measures 
apparently have suppressed it entirely, 
the department announced, no new in- 
fection having appeared there in a 
month. The government is prepared 
to cope with any unexpected new de- 
velopment that may arise, it was said 
by the bureau of animal industry to- 
day. The plans include a study of 
means for bringing about greater uni- 
formity of state regulations and of 
discouraging ill-advised and unreason- 
able interstate quarantines, such as 
proved detrimental to both California 
and ‘Texas. 

The outbreak in Texas has demon- 
strated that the policy of destroying 


'and burying all cattle on surrounding 


infected pastures, though drastic, is 
the correct means of suppressing the 
disease promptly, Dr. Mohler, of tbe 
bureau. declared. Rigid enforcement 
of quarantine regulations, he added, 
wasa contributing factor in stopping 
the Texas outbreak.

plan to consolidate the Fulton coun- 
ty and Atlanta school systems into 
one great metropolitan district waé 
given Wednesday by Virlyn B. Moore, 
member of the Fulton county com- 
mission. Mr. Moore expressed him- 
self as officially in favor of the mer- 
cer, declaring that he: “thought it 
the best possible plan conceivable.” 

A letter indorsing the plan was 
sent to John T. Hancock, president 
of the Atlanta board of education, 
by Mr. Moore, in which he declared 
he always had advocated the move- 
ment 

“IT notice from the publie print,” 
Mr. Moore wrote, “that you are ad- 
voeating the consolidation of the va- 
rious school eystems, which now ex- 
ist in Fulton ecounty and the city 
of Atlanta. 1 think that you are ad- 
solutely on the right line, and as a 
former member of the board of educa- 
tion of Fulton county and as a for- 
mer representative of Fulton county 
in the state legislature, I have al- 
ways advocated this movement. 

‘Ag a county commissioner and 
citizen I stand ready to do whatever 
I can at this time to put this measure 
in operation and trust that you, with 
the help of others, will he able to 
perfect a consolidation which, in my 
opinion, means more for the schools 
and community at large than any 
other movement that could be carried 
to a suecessmul conclusion at 
time.”

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TY COBB’S LIFE STORY 


Chapter 1V.—A Schoolmaster’s Address—Cobb Praises 
Gran’mother—The Boy Leaves Home.

Who discovered Ty Cobb? The 
question has been argued for more 
than 15 years and with apparently no 
definite answer.
